Thousands Knesset works to allow 
18-year-olds to vote 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The Knesset yesterday voted 
to committee on ‘the first reading 
8 provisional amendment to the 
Elections Law which would allow 
all Israelis who reach the age 
of 18 by December 31 to vote in 
the genera! election which takes 
place that day. _ 

Sixty-four voted for the amend- 
ment, none against. The Law Com- 
mittee began sitting after the firat 
reading was over, to prepare the 
amendment for the second and 
third readings which are due to be 
held next Tuesday, 

(The Interior Ministry, which 
handles election preparations on 
behalf of the Knesset and Munici- 
pal Elections Committees, started 
on the additions to the electoral 
rolls a week ago without waiting 
for the OK from the Knesset — 
80. as to make sure the names and 
particulars of the 18-year-olds 
would be added in good time, and 
the new voters properly notified.) 

Replying to the debate on the 


first reading (which took place on 
Monday), the Alignment's Avraham 
Ofer sald the postponement of the 
elections suggested by several op- 
position M.K.s was a threat to 
democracy. To desertbe the holding 
of elections as "ἃ luxury” in times 
of emergency was to misunderstand 
the vital democratic need of the 
nation to declde who should speak 
and act in tts name precisely in 
times of emergency. -~ 

After the present elections, he 
hoped the provisional amendment 
would be replaced by a permanent 
change in the law, whereby in fu- 
ture elections the register would 
include all those aged 18 on the 
actual election day. 

In any case, Mr, Ofer sald, the 
process of preparing for electing 
in Israel takes six months; and this 
is far too long. Other countries need 
no more than one month to get 
ready for an election. The law 
should be changed so that prepara: 
tions here take two or 
months at most. 


Union orders four ship crews 
to ‘forcibly resist’ dismissal

HAIFA. — Tne Marine Officers 
Union yesterday ordered its men on 
four small Zim company coasters, 
to “resist by force" any attempt to 
sign them off the ships, which have 
been sold to forelgn buyers. Union 
secretary Captain Shmuel Zucker 
said the order was valid in foreign 
Pores ἘΜ Se. τὸ Uereel, TE the 


Captain Zucker and his colleagues 
tm the union leadership said Zim 
had sold the ships without consult- 


ing the union “as required under an 


agreement with us.” Furthermore, 
the unlon demanded that Zim “get 
rid of the dozens of foreign char- 


, tered ships It operates in the Medi- 


terranean” before it sells these Is- 
rael flag ships. The chartered ships, 
the union said, take away premium 
work positions from its men, while 
the ships due to be sold are much 
sought after by Israell crews ‘be- 
cause of their frequent home calls. 

Of the four ships, which have a 
deadweight of 3,000 tons each, the 
Sarah and Miriam are to ‘be handed 
over to their new owners next 
month. The remaining two, Esther 
and Rivka, are to be delivered at 
8 later date. The ships have a com- 


δ plement of 24 men each, Including 


five officers. 


MONEY-LOSERS 
The Zim spokesman said the 
management had reached agreement 
with the unjon on its pian to sell 
‘tue ships, which are steady money- 
losers, in return for the introduc- 


. tion of its two new roll-on-rall-off 


freighters, Iris and Narkls. The 
agreement was reached before the 
two mew ships were delivered sev- 
eral months ago, he said. He 
claimed ‘the two ships had opened 
more work places on the Mediter- 
ranean route, since they employ 
back-up crews as well as regular 
crews. The crews work in rotation, 
because the ships spend only 2 
matter of hours in the ports, due 
to their modern cargo-handling 
facifities. 


The director of the Transport 
Ministry's Shipping and Harbour 
Division, Captain Yohanan Cahan, 
and the director of the Israel Ship- 
ping Research Institute, Dr. N. 
Wydra, also disputed the union's 
Stand, ‘The coasters were money- 
losing’ vessels, and their replace- 
ment by modern ships was not only 
natural but vital, they said. Fur- 
thermore, the 30 chartered ships 
run by Zim in the Mediterranean 
were cheap to operate and they 
alone could make the export of 
bulk cargoes Uke potash and phos- 
Phates economically viable. The four 
Israel-fiag coasters could take such 
bulk cargoes only at a tremendous 
cost, which would price ‘these ex- 
ports out of the market, they added. 


“The two men said the union chooses 


to ignore the critical problem, which 
is that the complements of the 
coasters are “far too big." They 
could easily be operated by crews 
of 14 to 16 men, rather than 24, 
they sald. However, both the offi- 
cers and the ratings unions have 
steadily resisted any reduction of 
their compk . 

Dr, Wydra also noted that ship 
prices were now very ‘high, and 
Zim had done the right ‘thing by 
selling them now. Both experts sald 
the union should not interfere in the 
commercial of the company. 
What the union might properly do, 
they said, was to urge Zim to im- 
mediately acquire two or three 
modern container or roll-on-roll-off

‘US. asks’ West’ 
to sell off surplus dollars

BRUSSELS (UPI}. — The US. is 
urging 115 Huropean allies to sell 
off some of ‘their surplus dollars to 
keep the value of the resurgent 
dollar from rising too high, Ameri- 
can ‘sources said yesterday. 

‘The sources said this was one 
topic discussed lest weekend when 
U.S. ‘Treasury Secretary George 
Shultz met secretly in a chateau 
near Phone France, with the fmance 
ministers of France, Britain, Japan 
and West Germany. 

After the dollar devaluation of 
last February, the U.S. currency 
was allowed to float against other 
major currencies. In the uncertain- 
ty that followed, the dollar sagged 
still further — by an average 10 
per cent — and reached depths 
considered by most bankers to be 
unrealistically low. 

For the U.S., however, the dol- 
lar’s collapse had a silver lining. 
It lowered the cost of American 
goods abroad, made them more 
competitive and contributed mighi- 
ily to the turnaround in America’s 
balance of trade — now running at 
a sotid surplus after two years 
of deficit.
